POLICEMAN turned priest. Father Jeff Williams, 
came to the Church of the Good Shepherd in Chard 
in February.

"no firm which is act¬ 
ing on behalf of the 
council would also be 
recommended to 
patch-up or lay private 
driveways". Any com¬ 
pany using this ap¬ 
proach should be 
reported to them.

Harvest time down on the farm 


FROGMARY Green Farm in South Petherton, played 
host to more than 50 primary school children as part 
of a local initiative to demonstrate how important food 
production is. 

The children were invited to spend a day with An¬ 
gela Cliffe, who works for a national potato supplier 
in the west and is a dedicated “Potato Ambassador” 
for the region. The visit was held ahead of the school’s 
harvest festival and showed how potatoes are a tasty 
and sustainable food. 

During their day at the 500 acre farm, the year two 
pupils learnt about three key specialisms undertaken 
at the site, including potato production, broiler chick¬ 
ens and the wildlife pond. 

Angela shared her extensive knowledge of potato 
farming to help connect the children with where their 
food comes from, highlighting the versatility of the 
potato, the life-cycle from seed to harvest and explain¬ 
ing the wide varieties that are abundantly available in 
Western England. The pupils also took part in fun 
hands-on activity grading and sizing the potatoes and 
finished with a question and answer session. 

At the end of the session, they had a real understand¬ 


ing of how potatoes make their way into the super¬ 
markets and that a lot of the produce they enjoy is 
grown locally and a great tasting and healthy food. 

Angela said: “It’s a crucial time in the calendar for 
potato growers across the country. Harvesting main 
crop varieties takes place from mid-July through to 
late October so it’s the ideal time to encourage chil¬ 
dren to learn more about the crop. They were fasci¬ 
nated by all aspects of potatoes, from growing to 
harvesting and eating. 

“For children, nothing beats seeing the growing 
process themselves, with captivating activities and fun 
talks amid the fields of potato crops, there really is no 
better way to learn. 

“Freshly harvested potatoes are ideal for mums look¬ 
ing to cook something tasty and nutritious. They are a 
natural source of fibre and can contribute to your rec¬ 
ommended daily allowance (RDA) of several vita¬ 
mins and minerals, including vitamin C and B6. 

“Choose seasonal varieties such as Maris Pipers to 
create fresh, tasty dishes. For mums, meals such as 
hearty potato soup and sausage, cheese and potato pie 
will go down a treat with the whole family.

Faith school transport consultation underway 


THE public is being invited to 
have its say on proposed changes 
to Somerset County Council’s 
policy for subsidising transport to 
faith schools. 

The cost to the council of school 
transport for children whose par¬ 
ents choose to send them to a faith 
school is on average just under 
£680 per year. At the moment, the 
Council subsidises the cost by an 
average of £440 and parents con¬ 
tribute the remaining £238.70. 


In comparison, parents paying 
for bus places to non-faith schools 
currently pay £602.25 a year. 
Under the proposals, the council 
would still pay a subsidy for faith- 
school transport, but the charges 
would be brought into line with 
that paid by non-faith parents - 
£602.25. 

Parents affected by the change 
have been contacted directly and 
invited to comment on the propos¬ 
als. Members of the wider public 


are also being asked to give their 
views. The closing date for the 
consultation is November 4th. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, 
cabinet member for children and 
families, said: “The current pro¬ 
posals have been put together in 
response to the feedback we re¬ 
ceived to previous proposals on 
the issue of faith transport subsi¬ 
dies. It’s important that we hear 
the views of the public, and that 
we take that into account when we 


are considering changes like this.” 

The policy was consulted on 
earlier this year as part of wider 
proposed changes to ‘Home to 
School’ transport. Original pro¬ 
posals were for the county to 
withdraw from discretionary faith 
transport altogether. 

The new proposals have been 
put forward following feedback 
which indicated that withdrawing 
from faith transport could have a 
significant impact on some 


schools and communities. 

A decision on whether or not the 
proposals will be taken forward 
will be made in December. 

If taken forward, the proposals 
would only affect children starting 
or transferring to a faith school 
from September 2014.

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Mitsubishi motors 40 years in Europe: The reference market 


THIS month will mark the start of a milestone year 
for Mitsubishi Motors Corporation (MMC) as it is 
about to celebrate forty years of non-stop presence 
in the most strategic European market, from its first 
official display at the London Motor Show in Octo¬ 
ber 1974 to the launch of the pioneering Outlander 
PHEV from late 2013 onwards. 

Mitsubishi Goes International 

Even though small numbers of Mitsubishi vehicles 
were already present in a few selected European 
countries, namely Spain (1956) and Greece (1962), 
Mitsubishi's own corporate export move to Europe 
came as a result of a unique agreement in February 
1970 between Mitsubishi Heavy Industries Co. 
(MHI) and Chrysler Corporation whereby MHI 
would 1) spin off its already existing auto division 
and 2) join forces with Chrysler to create"Mitsubishi 
Motors Corporation" (MMC). 

In May 1971, a further deal between Mitsubishi

Motors Corporation and Chrysler International S.A. 
included the distribution of Mitsubishi vehicles 
through the global Chrysler International dealer 
network, except for Japan, the United States and 
Canada. 

In a separate move, MMC became a joint com¬ 
pany, shared by MHI (85%) and Chrysler Corpora¬ 
tion (15%) from September 1971. 

1974 London Motor Show 

However, restricted by the terms of this agree¬ 
ment, Mitsubishi Motors sales remained very lim¬ 
ited in Europe (4,861 units in total between 1971 
and 1975) at a time sales of other Japanese brands 
soared, increasing from 16,458 units in 1965 to 
126,275 units in 1970, to reach 528,486 units in 
1975. 

Eventually, in 1974, MMC and Chrysler Interna¬ 
tional reached an agreement allowing MMC to de¬ 
velop its own sales & marketing activities in Europe. 

From thereon, distribution rights were granted to 
independent companies, first in Belgium & Luxem¬ 
burg (August 1974), followed within a few weeks by 
the Netherlands and then the United Kingdom, the 
country where Mitsubishi Motors is officially 
launched in Europe at the London Motor Show in 
October. 

Lancer and Galant are both introduced at that 
milestone motor show and then made available to 
the European public from 1975 in those three coun¬ 
tries, after similar successful unveilings at the Brus¬ 
sels Motor Show and the Amsterdam Motor Show 
(AutoRAI). 

The rest of Europe will follow in due course,

whether open to Japanese imports (e.g. Germany 
in 1977) or restricted by quotas (e.g. France in 
1978). In the meantime, the agreement with 
Chrysler International had reached an end in Au¬ 
gust 1982, whilst MMC had already established a 
first liaison office in Rotterdam in 1977, the forerun¬ 
ner of today's Mitsubishi Motors Europe B.V. still 
based in the Netherlands. 

A European Palette 

Over forty years, Mitsubishi Motors sales [1] have 
grown substantially in Europe: from the few early 
units retailed in 1975 in only 3 countries to last fis¬ 
cal year's 92,411 units in the (today) 34 countries of 
MME's commercial territory (i.e. excl. Russia, 
Ukraine and Kazakhstan), its top three markets 
being: Germany - 22,138 units, UK - 12,349 units, 
Norway - 5,697 units. 

All topped by Russia with its 80,000 sales. In this 
vast Russian market, MMC and its local partner 


played a pioneering role making Mitsubishi Motors 
one of the earliest Western players (August 1991) - 
a most successful venture whose natural conclu¬ 
sion was for this market to be spun off from Mit¬ 
subishi Motors Europe in April 2007, to become a 
stand-alone region. Since 2009, Russia is served 
through a joint venture between, Mitsubishi Cor¬ 
poration, and Rolf Group, joined in 2012 by Mit¬ 
subishi Motors Corporation to form the new"MMC 
Rus". 

Over 40 years, MMC also added manufacturing 
first in Western Europe (incl. at its former NedCar 
plant, from 1995 to 2012) and later in Russia 
(through "PCMARus"a joint-venture with PSA Peu¬ 
geot Citroen whose production started in April 
2010). Design (from 1989 to 2009) and R&D (from 
1989 onwards) were also added to MMC's Euro¬ 
pean palette of activities.

Primary pupils get Olympic inspiration 


AVIS HAYES and Manor Court schools in Chard 
had a special visit from one of the UK’s top per¬ 
forming athletes last Thursday as part of the Team 
Super Schools scheme. 

European gold medallist and Olympic semi-final 
400 metre hurdler Rhys Williams, led the children 
in a sponsored exercise event to raise money for 
their school and inspire them to keep fit. 

He had his photograph taken with every pupil so 
they would have a souvenir and talked to their as¬ 
sembly about his own battle to the top. 

Now 29, Mr Willi ams told the children how he 
had always dreamt of being a runner, growing up 
his home town of Cardiff where his father was a 
rugby player and his brother and sister both ran for 
Wales. 

He had become a junior champion but whilst 
building up to his Olympic dream in 2008, had a 
bone in his toe that kept breaking and eventually 
had it removed which put him off the tracks for 
two years. 

He came second in the European Championships 
in 2010 and living in London on the run up to the 
2012 Olympics, he was told if he won the Euro¬ 
pean championship that year, there was a place for 
him in the Olympic team, which he did achieve. 

He got to the semi-finals at the Olympics but 
hopes for a medal at the next one in Brazil. 

The children asked some very pertinent ques¬ 
tions, including what did he do when he wasn’t 
running, in reply he pointed out the importance of 
switching off and just hanging out with friends and 
watching television like everyone else. 


One little girl asked where his hurdles were and 
he promised that if he won gold next time, he 
would return to the school and demonstrate his 
s kill . The children gave their guest a round of ap¬ 
plause and went home with the knowledge that 
next time they saw him competing on TV, they 
would be able to say they had met a champion. 

Team Super Schools was set up by Darren 
Campbell (Olympic gold medallist) and Todd Ben¬ 


nett (Olympic silver medallist) who recruited a 
host of Olympians to continue the challenge of in¬ 
spiring the next generation to enjoy taking part in 
sport and to encourage pupils to achieve their best 
whether that be in sport, music, academic studies 
or other fields. 

In the past four years, nearly 300,000 pupils have 
taken part in a TSS event with £606,597 being 
raised for schools.
